Only 20 of the 400 voters in these 
parts—a bastion of old guard Re­ 
publicanism—backed him for an­ 
other term in 1948. 
Truman, who arrives Sunday, 
competes for the place of honor 
with the lowly ramp, a njcmber of 
the lily family that grows wild at 
3,000 feet and smells and tastes 
something like an onion coated 
with garlic coated with vinegar. 
Ifs the festival of the ramps, an 
annual affair in this moonshine 
capital. 
Last year it brought out 20,000 
tourists without an ex-president 
as the major attraction. This year, 
with Truman, 50,000 are expecte d. 
The festivities get underway to­ 
night with a play about moun­ 
tain folk, in mountain lingo, by a 
local author, and will climax Sun­ 
day afternoon with the Truman 
address. 


There are other attractions. The 


I main one is a feed of ramps cooked 
in fatback with barbecued chicken 
ion the side. Proceeds go to the 
local Ruritan Club for civic de­ 
velopment. 
David R. Large, a Cosby native 
who spent 25 years in the federal 
prison service, conceived the ramp 
festival idea. In prison work, he 
says, he always ran across some­ 
body from Cosby in for moonshin­ 
ing. 
“They 
didn’t 
moonshine 
be­ 
cause they wanted to, but because 
their farms weren’t large enough. 
to support a family,” he said. 
Worried about Cosby’s future, he 
got the idea of attracting tourists 
with the aroma of the antisocial 
ramp. It’s considered a delicacy 
in these parts. But to flatlanders, 
who spend their money and eat 
the things in self defense, it’s just 
plain smelly. 
On arrival Truman will receive 
a 21-gun salute—fired mostly by 
Republicans. He will return Mon­ 
day to Independence, Mo.

On The Alert 
A temporary shortage and widespread de­ 
mand have complicated the problem of dis­ 
tributing the Salk anti-polio vaccine. Despite 
the enormous humanitarian boon promised 
by the discovery, there is a danger that un­ 
scrupulous individuals will take advantage 
of the situation for private gain. 
To guard against a black market, which is 
already reported to have appeared in the 
East, President Eisenhower has ordered a 
federal survey to make certain that each 
section of the country gets a fair share of 
the serum, and that the distribution system 
generally doesn’t develop any serious snags. 
The cause of concern is not so much the 
allocation of supplies for the inoculation of 
school children, a program that the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis^ and "the 
various health authorities have well in hand, 
as the equitable flow of the vaccine, in excess 
of those requirements, into normal medical 
channels. 
The Salk vaccine is being produced and 
distributed as a private undertaking, just as 
its discovery and testing have been. This is 
as it should be.
